DEATH OF A RACEHORSE. 


-—- 


OWNER’S UNSUCCESSFUL 
¢ APPEAL, 


Judgment was given in favour of the re- 
spondents in the appeal on behalf: of the 
plaintiff in the case of James Fox, farmer and 
racehorse owner, of Hackballscross, Dundalk, 
against the London, Midland and Scottish 
Railway Company, arising out of the carriage 
of a racehorse, named_Castlering, from Wol- 
verhampton to Dundalk. he plaintiff 
claimed £1,000 damages for injuries to the 
horse, owing to the alleged negligence of the 
railway company and their servants. 

The case for the plaintiff was that he en- 
trusted the horse to the defendants at Wol- 
verhampton for conveyance via Holyhead to 
Dundalk. At Holyhead the company’s 
officials were transferring the railway truck 
containing the horse from the railway siding 
to the steamer, and in the course of this 
operation the fetlock joint of the horse was 
fractured, and the animal had to be destroyed. 

The defendants denied negligence, and 
pleaded that, in any event, the contract of 
carriage was at the ordinary rate, under 
which the plaintiff conid not.recover more 
than £50. The animal was not specially in- 
sured. The deiendants lodged £55 in Court 
with their . defence. 

The jury at the trial, which took place 
before Mr. Justice Sullivan, found negligence 
on the part of the railway company, and 
assessed the value of the horse at £395, but 
the Judge, having regard to the terms and 
conditions of the written contract—which 
he held to be fair and reasonable, and binding 
upon the plaintiff—held that the plaintiff was 
not entitled to receive more than £50. 
Havimg regard to the lodgment of £55 ‘n 
Court by the defendants with their defence, he 
gave judgment for the defendants, with costs 
from the date of the lodgment in Court, and 
gave judgment for the plaintiff for the costs 
up wc the date of the loiimaailr together with 
the cosis of and inadental to the issue cf 
negligence, on which the plaintiff had ‘suc- 
eeeded.. His Lordship also directed that out 
of the sum lodged in Court, £50 should be 
paid out to the defendants in part satisfac- 
tion of their costs, and that the balance «f 
£5 should be paid out to them as their own 
moneys.

A consent was announced in the case of 
Patrick Mooney, deceased—Weldon v. Mooney 
and Rourke.

ROSCOMMON ACTION. SETTLED. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

A settlement was announced in the case of 
Killian v. Naughton, which was listed for 
trial. It was an action brought by Michael 
Killian and others against Patrick Naughton 
and others for the specific performance of an 
agreement dated Ist May, 1920, for the sale 
of part of the lands of Ardkeenan, in the 
barony of Athlone, County Roscommon, con- 
taining about 425 acres, and for damages for 
the non-completion of the contract for sale. 

It appeared that the agreement for sale 
had been entered into originally with the 
trustees, for a number of landless men in the 
district, and, some difference having arisen 
between the rties, the defendants, who 
were appointed as new trustees, purchased 
the lands from the former trustees. The con- 
tract not having been completed in accordance 
with the agreement, proceedings were insti- 
tuted in the local Dail Eireann Court in 1920, 
when a Receiver was appointed over the 
lands, who was still in receipt of the rents 
and profits, the lands being let to a namber 
of con-acre tenants. 

The consent to an amicable settlement now 

rovided that the agreement for sale would 

e specifically performed by the parties con- 
cerned, the purchase, amounting to about 
£1,990, which was on deposit receipt in the 
bank in the joint names of the solicitors, to 
be paid over to the plaintiffs, with the in- 
terest accrued thereon, each party to abide 
their own costs, The defendants agreed to 
pay the arrears of the. Board of Works 
charges and rent. 

The plaintiffs were also allowed certain 
sums in respect of timber and hay sheds, 
which had been removed off the lands, and 
the Receiver was to lodge any money in 
his hands in court,

A remarkable service run of a steam turbine 
unit built by the Westinghouse Electric and 
Manufacturing Co., East Pittsburgh, Pa., 
U.8.A., and installed. in. the station of the 
Hawaiian Electric Co., Honolulu, 'T.Tf., is 
recorded. 

The unit, which is rated at 2,000 kw., was 
installed in July, 1914, and was in continuous 
operation from that time until June. 1980, 
during which time it was out of service for 
only twenty-nine hours of the 52,000 possible 
hours of operation. Even this small outage 
was not caused by turbine trouble, but was 
{ due to ‘he necessity of cleaning the condenser 
or repairs to condenser auxiliaries. The tur- 
bine is of the Parsons reaction type, and 
during its lifetime nothing has been spent on 
blading repairs. When the turbine was re- 
cently removed to a new station it was 
thoroughly inspected, and the blading was 
tound to be in excellent condition. The oiling 
system for this unit wag never cleaned during 
this long poriod of operation.

Wealth and Taxes. 


In reply to a question in Dail Etreann 
yesterday, the Minister for Finance gave 
some interesting information concerning 
taxes in the Free State. For the year 
1922-1923 gerieral taxation per head of the 
population was £8 4s., and local taxation 
came to £1 3s. ld. For the year 1924- 
1925 the corresponding figures were 
£7 6s. 10d. and £1 13s. 5d. During the 
interval, therefore, genera] taxation has 
been reduced by about 17s. per head, while 
local taxation has increased by 10s. The 
net decrease is 7s. per head, and the Free 
State’s tota] taxation amounts to a shade 
over £9. This is in strong contrast to the 
per-capita taxation of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, which, for the period 
under review, was no Jess than £15 18s. 
On the other hand, France and the United 
States both pay less than £7 per 
head, Italy pays only £3 7s., while 
Germany’s Share is just over £4 in 
central taxation. Im her case, how- 
ever, there is a whole host of State 
and municipal imposts which probably 
doubles her burden. These figures are 
measures not of national prosperity, but 
rather of national prudence. Britain’s 
taxation is comparatively high because the 
policy of His Majesty’s Government since 
the war has been to deflate the swollen 
currency to the level of a gold standard, 
and to apply every surplus halfpenny to 
the reduction of debt. Borrowing has been 
eschewed since 1920. Heavy taxes have 


been imposed, and, what is more im- 
portant, they have been collected; and, 
although the workers and the middle 


classes have suffered severe privations, they 
bave had the satisfaction of seeing their 
country restored to the financial leader- 
ship of the world. 

The Free State’s taxation per head is 
only 56 per cent. of Britain’s burden; yet 
nobody will deny that the limit of the 
nationa] capacity has been reached. Taken 
all round, the Free State’s taxes are 
higher than those of Britain or Northern 
Ireland. Income tax at last is on a par 
with that of the neighbouring c@Antries, but 
the Saorstut has a whole series of “ pro- 
tective ' import duties, the chief purpose 
of which is to raise revenue; and every 
penny that is derived from this source, 
naturally, comes out. of the hapless tax- 
payer's pocket. The official cost of living 
index figures show that prices in the Free 
State, as a genera! rule, are higher than 
they are in Britain or Northern Ireland. 
Last April, while the British standard 
was 175, compared with 100 in 1913, the 
standard for the Free State was 188, and 
there does not seem to have been any 
appreciable fall in prices since that date. 
In spite of these facts we are not keeping 
pace with our neighbours in works of 
reconstruction. Our roads are stil) in 
an appalling condition, whereas in 
England the roads are almost perfect. 
We are lagging almost equally far behind 
in the matter of housing. In this con- 
nection it is only fair to say that Labour 
has been largely to blame through its 
stupid resolve to maintain the building 
trade as a close corporation; but the 
chief contributory cause has been lack 
of funds. The Free State with bigher 
taxes is infinitely poorer, head for head, 
than England, ‘and considerably’ poorer 
thar Northern - Ireland. It bas reached

On the other hand, 
Government assistance and co-ordination 
of endeavour are needed if the Irish fisheries 
are not to compete one with another, out 
to make a united and successful approach 
to foreign markets. The system of a

tion of Irish fish in the American market.

“Broadcasting ” in India. 


It seems that, in the adoption of 
‘broadcasting,’ the Irish Free State 
Will beat India by a short head. The 


present position of the Indian project is 
described by a writer in The Times. Five 
months ago the Director-Genera] of Posts 
and Telegraphs invited applications for 
permits to establish a wireless “ broad- 
casting’’ company for India. The last 
day for the submission of tenders was fixe? 
as the ólst August, but afterwards was 
advanced to the 7th December. It is 
believed that the tendering has been con- 
fined to interests associated with the 
Indian Radio Telegraph Company, Limited, 
which has taken over the Marconi busi- 
ness in India. In the origina] draft rules 
the Government banned any restriction on 
the sale of “broadcasting ” apparatus; 
and thus the company would have been 
dependent, for its whole revenue, on the 
percentage of licence fees which it would 
receive from the Government. Now, how- 
ever, the Post Office is willing to consider 
applications which provide that the 
company shall receive a royalty on im- 
ported apparatus. The concession appears 
to be legitimate ; for the receiving licence 
will cost the moderate sum of ten rupees 
(fifteen shillings at current rates), and 
the proportion payable to the ‘ broad- 
casting ' company has been fixed at fifteen 
per cent. The company which obtains the 
contract must be registered in India, and 
sixty per cent. of the capital must he 
offered for subscription there. Apart from 
the merely recreative side of the pro- 
gramme, an efficient system of internal 
“broadcasting " will be-of immense value

SIR A. CHAMBERLAIN'S GREAT 
RECEPTION. 


From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

The House of Commons was well attended 
this afternoon, members intending to give Sir 
Austen Chamberlain a great reception when 
he made his appearance during the question 
hour. A crowd gathered ‘at the Bar of the 
House and behind the Speaker's Chair to wait 
for him. The Prime Mijiiister, as usual, made 
an early appearance, and it was not long be- 
fore he made his short statement dealing with 
the Irish boundary question. 
Shortly afterwards Sir Austen Chamberlain 
entered, amid cheers, and took his seat next 
to the Prime Minister. Questions over, Mr. 
Henderson rose, and asked leave to put a 
private notice question, in place of Mr. Ram- 
say Macdonald, who was unable to be present. 
Its text came as a surprise to members. In 
the Distinguished Strangers’ Gallery sat Dr. 
Luther and Dr. Stresemann, with an attaché 
from the German Embassy. Sir Austen rose 
f to reply, and was given a great ovation, mem- 
bers in all parts of the House cheering him 
heartily. The Germans watched the scene for 
a moment, and then vanished, without wait- 
ing to hear what Sir Austen had to say. 
The question asked whether a statement 
could be made as to the truth of the German 
Kadaver story. Sir Austen said that he had 
consulted the head of the German Reich on 
this matter, and was assured that there was 
not a word of truth in the story, and he 
hoped that no more wouid be heard of it. 
Cheers greeted this statement. 


SHEFFIELD’S INTERESTS. 
Before the House settled down to discuss 
the merits or demerits of the resolutions 
which the President of the Board of Trade 
had put down, as a preliminary step to the 
imposition of an import duty on cutlery, 
gloves, gas mantles and paper, considerable 
time was spent on points of order as to the 
procedure. The net result of this discussion 
was that Mr. Hope, the chairman, ruled out 
of order an cr sr standing in the name 
of Mr. Lloyd George, asking that a Select 
Committee should be set up to inquire into 
the necessity of an import duty at all. Mr. 
Hope explained that this was a matter for 
the House itself to decide, and not for a Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means, but he indicated 
that he would permit a general debate to take 
place on another Liberal amenqment, which 
proposed to limit the operation &f the duty to 
twelve months, instead of five years, as pro- 
posed by the Government. - 

The first resolution, submitted by the Pre- 
sident of the Board of Trade (Sir Philip 
Cunliffe-Lister), was that imposing a duty of 
334 per cent, on knives, scissors, safety razors, 
carving forks, knife sharpeners, and so on. 
Sir Philip pointed out that since 1915 there 
had been an abnormal increase in the imports 
of foreign cutlery, and that the prices were 
from seventy to seventy-five per cent. below 
those of the English manufactured article. 
The net effect of this competition was a re- 
duction of employment in this industry of 42 
per cent, between 1913 and 1924. Our Ger- 
man competitors had not only the advantage 
of lower wages and longer hours, but they 
were able to write off the cost of the 
re-equipment of their factories with depre- 
ciated marks. If ever there was a case for 
such a duty, this industry afforded one, 


LIMIT OF DURATION. 

Mr. Walter Runciman, who moved the 
amendment limiting the duration of the duty 
to one year, was not imp. ssed by the 
‘specious arguments ” of the President of 
the Board of Trade. He denied that unem- 
ployment in the cutlery trade was greater 
than that in any other normal industry. No 
doubt, Sheffield had suffered by the introduc- 
tion of the safety razor, but in this connec- 
tion it should not be forgotten that the 
Gillette razor was manufactured from 
Sheffield steel. 

Mr. Philip Snowden made a long and un- 
inspiring speech, in the course of which he 
‘&tharged the Prime Minister with a breach oí 
faith in introducing Protecton by back-door 
methods, and alleged that the committees 
which had recommended the duties were 
“ packed.” He asserted that these proposals 
were part of a deliberate and carefully de- 
signed plan to use the huge majority which 
the Government had at its back for the pur- 
pose of changing the whole: fiscal system of 
the country. Mr. Sydney Webb was rather 
afraid that the proposed duties would not 
conduce to the spirit of international amity, 
on which so much depended. They were 
undoubtedly specially aimed at Germany. 
Mr. Storry-Deans, who, as one of the mem. 
bers for Sheffield, is greatly interested in the 
city’s prosperity, declared that he was pre- 


pared to violate every canon of 
orthodoxy, from the theological to 
the financial, if it would help the 


unemployed cutlers to get back to work. 
“Come over here,” called several Labour 
members, amid cheers, but the hon. member 
was evidently not prepared, without further 
reflections, to cross the floor of the House. 

Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister, answering the 
assertion that there had been a breach of the 
most-favoured nation Treaty, denied that, 
either in the spirit or the letter, there had 
been any departure from the understanding 
with Germany. From the first it was made 
abundantly clear that we stood by the policy 
of safeguarding, and the German negotiators 
of the Treaty were fully acquainted with 
what was now proposed. 

Shortly after ten o'clock Sir Philip Cunliffe- 
Lister moved the closure. 

Mr. P. Harris rose to speak, but was un- 
able to make himself heard amid protests and 
interruptions, and the motion was put from 
the Chair, a Labour member being heard to 
sav: “ It is a scandalous performance.” 

e closure was carried by 257 votes to 134, 
and then Mr. Runciman’s amendment, limit. 
ng the operation of the duties, was put and 
defeated by 255 votes to 143. 

Mr. A. V. Alexander moved to report pro- 
réss as a protest against the way in which 
usiness was being arranged by the Govern- 
ment, but Mr. Hope refused to accept the 
motion.

It became known about one o'clock to 
day that the Prime Minister expected ta 
make a statement on the position regarding 
the Boundary question this afternoon. The 
opportunity was provided by a question 
standing on the order paper in the name 
of Mr. Garro Jones, asking whether the 
findings of the Irish Boundary Commission 
would be put into effect in the absence ol 
the Free State Commissioner. When the 
Speaker called upon the Prime Minister 
to answer, Mr. Baldwin, carefully read- 
ing from a sheet of paper, announced that 
he. had been in consultation with Mr. 
Cosgrave, - .d that the Boundary Com- 
missioners had decided to postpone the 
publication of their report and the award 
for the vresent. The announcement was 
received with cheers. 

The statement rather imdicates that a 
considerable advance towards agreement 
has been ade, and it is thought that, as 
a result of the prolonged negotiations with 
the Treasury—for these were resumed this 
morning, after closing at a late hour last 
night—an understanding has been reached, 
It is as yet in an elementary stage, and 
mainly deals with the retention of the 
existing boundary. Such a step, while 
it may not be altogether agreeable to the 
Irish Free State Government, might be 
wccepted if accompanied by a relaxation 
of the present heavy financial burden im- 
posed on the Free State by Article V. of 
the Treaty. It is by no means improbable 
that this may now be accomplished, and 
the situation altogether is more hopeful 
than it has been for some time.

Christmas Turkeys. 


Domestic optimists, who have been ex- 
pecting that the depreciation in the 
franc to nearly a fifth of its normal value 
would be reflected in the prices of 
Christmas turkeys from France, are likely 
to be disappointed. Prices are expected 
to rule slightly lower, but the difference 
will be only of moderate extent. The 
principal dealers, themselves a little doubt- 
ful as to the prices which will be current 
in the next three weeks, hesitate to 
commit themselves to any opinion beyond 
‘rather lower than last year.” Appa- 
rently, demand will regulate the prices, as 
in former years; for supplies are known 
to be well up to the average. French 
birds will be fairly numerous, while those 
from Italy and Hungary will be of a 
higher grade than those usually sent from 
those countries. The extent of the [Irish 
supply is uncertain at the moment, but, 
however-plentiful the imported birds may 
be, there is little doubt that the higher 
quality of the English and Irish turkeys 
will ensure prices ranging up to twe 
shillings a pound retail.

It 4s understood in 
well-informed quarters that, so far as the 
preservation of the existing boundary is 
concerned, an understanding on broad lines 
has been reached, subject to financial con- 
uderations, which afé«now being closely 
examined, : 

The financial issues are by no means. in- 
considerable, Under Section 5 of the Treaty 
the Irish Free State agreed to assume 
liabilities for the service of the public debt 
of the United Kingdom and the payment of 
war pensions. ‘The proportion of payments 
was, in default of agreement, to be fixed by 
an independent Commission. That Commis- 
sion has never been set up. The amount of 
the lability of the Free State has been esti- 
mated variously at from five to nineteen 
milions per annum, and up to the present 
nothing has. been contributed. 
WHAT THE NORTH HAS PAID. 

The position of Northern Ireland is diffe- 
rent, The Act of 1920, which instituted the 
belfast Parliament, provided for certain pay- 
ments to the Imperial Exchequer. Since the 
Northern Parliament began to function in 
1921 the total amount of nearly twenty 
millions has been paid, varying in annual 
payments of some four to seven millions. 

There is good reason for believing that, as 
A condition of preserving the boundary status 
yuo, the Free State and the Government of 
Nerthern Ireland are both asking for 
nnancial adjustment. The burden of this 
would presumably have to be borne by the 
British Treasury.

BOUT the middle of the month is the 
probable time now mentioned for the 
commencement of regular broadcasting 


from the Dublin wireless broadcasting 
station. The first few days of operation 
will be more or less in the nature of test- 
ing; and then, certainly before Christmas, 
the “‘ official opening ” of the station will 
occur. 

Programmes for the present’ will be 
arranged by the station director, with the 
assistance of the musical director.

CAUSE OF DELAY. 

In conversation with an Jrish Times re- 
presentative, Mr. P, 8S. O’Hegarty, Secretary

GIFT TO BIRMINGHAM

THE MODIFICATION OF

The Times Parliamentary Correspondent 
writes:—Though it had been arranged that, 
in view of the various functions associated 
with the signing of the Locarno Treaty, the 
weekly meeting of the Cabinet should be 
postponed from agg oo morning until 
to-day, it was, after all, found nécessary to 
summon an emergency meetin of the 
Cabinet in the Prime Minister’s Room ai the 
House of Commons at 6 o’clock last night. 
This followed the announcement made by 
Prime Minister, in the House of Commons at 
question time, that the Irish Boundary Com. 
mission had agreed to postpone temporarily 
the publication of its report. From this it 
was assumed that negotiations on the subject 
were still in progress, though, as a matter 
of fact, there was no general conference 
yesterday. 

Before the meeting of the Cabinet in the 
evening rumours were current that little 
progress towards a definite settlement was 

ing made, but there is reason to believe 


that when conversations are resumed 
this morning a more satisfactory posi- 
tion will have ben reached. The 
negotiations, which began. at the week- 
end, were concerned, in the first 


place, with the possibility of postponing the 
publication of the Commission's award and the 
retention, at any rate for a time, of the exist- 
This has not presented anv 
great difficulty, and the fact that the Com- 
Mission agreed to the request that the publi- 
cation of the report should be temporarily 
postponed helped matters. It is understood 
that when the subject was first brought before 
them the British Cabinet were unwilling to 
accede to the suggestion, but that since then 
there has been a strong feeling that “the 
— of Locarno ’’ should-be introduced into 
the negotiations with the Irish representa- 
tives. It is understood, therefore, that at last 
night’s meeting the Cabinet agreed that an 
attempt should be made to settle the out- 
standing points of difficulty by agreeing to a 
considerable modification of Article 5. So far 
the Article has been quite ineffective. No 
money has been paid by the Free State; the 
amount has not been agreed upon, and no 
arbitrator has ever been appointed. The sug- 
gestion now is that some effort should be 
made forthwith to fix an amount which both 
the Free State and the British Government 


might consider reasonable as a settle. 
ment of all outstanding claims, and the 
idea is that any such sum would 
he considerably less than any of the 
figures which have been published from time 
io time as the amount of the indebtedness 
of the Free State. It is assumed that if such 
a sum could be agreed upon, Mr. Cosgrave 


would undertake to do his best to carry such 
an agreement through the Dail. 

Northern Ireland, of course, does not enter 
directly into these negotiations, but it is ex- 
pected that if any agreement is reached, finan- 
cial assistance will also be offered to Ulster. 
It is suggested, for instance, that the build- 
ing of the new Parliament House and Law 
Courts might be accelerated, and that further 
assistance might be given to meet the special 
expenses which have fallen upon Ulster dur 
ing recent years.

CANADA’S MOVE TO CAPTURE 
THE MARKETS. 


A novel competition has just been con- 
cluded at the Royal Live Stock. Show at 
Toronto, Canada’s biggest winter fair, where 
eight teams of boys and girls competed in a 
swine-judging contest for a gold cup, pre- 
sented by Mr. W. D. Robb, Vice-President of 
the Canadian National Railways, and were the 
guests of that railway for one week, 
Remarkable knowledge of the finer points 
in judging were displayed by the winners, 
Archie Campbell (16 years of age) and Chester 
Brown, both Ontario boys, and by two girls, 
Annie Cameron and Lottie Austen, of Nova 
Scotia, who came a very close second. 

This competition is the outtome of a special 
movement throughout all the provinces of 
Canada towards greater inter-Empire trade.

IRISH TWEED. 


CUSTOMS OFFICIALS AND 
READYMADE CLOTHING. 


The Council of the Jrish Industria! Develop- 
ment Association has co-opted Mr. W. R. 
Moore, President of the Irish Flour Millers 
Association, a member. 

At its last meeting the Council had under 
consideration the importation into the country 
of ready-made clothing lebelled *‘ Guaranteed 
Irish Tweed,” to which label it appeared the 
Customs authorities had taken e; ion, and 
had ruled that it should be quali with the 
words “Suit made in England,” and that 
satisfactory evidence should be tendered with 
every consignment of goods so labelled to 
prove the Irish origin ef the tweed in ques- 
tion. 

In view of the many frauds on Irish in- 
dustry, of which the Asseciation has ample 
evidence on its records, and also in view of 
the difficulty of proving or disproving (sub- 
sequent to importation) the guarantee implied 
in the label referred to, the Council decided 
that the objection of the Customs authorities 
was soundly taken, and they believed that in 
the ultimate the decision must work out to 
the advantage of the native manufacturers 
both of piece goods and’ of wearables. As the 
labelling of the goods in this manner is now 
very common, the Council exhorted buyers 
always to remember to inquire of the shop- 
keeper for the names of the makers of the 
tweed and of the ready-made garment which 
they may contemplate purchasing.

STATEMFNT BY MEDICAL 
SUPERINTENDENT. 


The question of the treatment of tubercylous 
patients was referred to at yesterday's meet- 
ing of the Joint Committee of Grangegorman 
Mental Hospital held at Portrane. 
Dr. O'C. Donnellan. Resident Medical 
Superintendent, stated in his report that the 
general health of the patients and staff was 
satisfactory. . The total number of patients In 
Portrane at present was 1, comprising 859 
male and 763 female patients. Brosnan, an 
employé of the hospitel, who was on sick 
leave, suffering from tuberculosis, was granted 
a further extension of Jeave to March ól next. 
A report as to his condition was to be sub- 
mitted at the next board meeting. 

Arising out of this, Mr. Curran said that 
it was impossible to deny that asylums in this 
country were infected with tuberculosis, and 
he referred to the fact that tenders for the 
erection of a sanatorium in connection with 
the hospital for isolating sych ceses had been 
discussed and set aside.

HE approach of Christmas quickens 
bh interest in those fowl which play so 
large a part in its festivities. Farmers, 
who rear the birds, look out for the best 
markets, and the housewife, with a view 
to bargains, scans particulars of price and 
quality with “one auspicious and one 
drooping eye "auspicious when the bird 
is big and the price small, and drooping 
when conditions ate reversed. 

For the moment, however, the farmer 
and the poultry breeder are concerned 
more nearly with the conditions of their 
industry in the Free State and its prospects 
in the neighbouring markets of Great 
Britain. A issued last night in 
Dublin will give them valuable informa- 
tion on both points. They will note that 
in the English markets they have “om- 
petition from the foreigner. Austria, 
France, Argentina and, above all, Italy 
are cctive—the last-named country in 
creasing its supplies by twenty-five per 
cent. and sending, in addition, better 
birds than those of former years. 
The reports on the home jndust : 
been gathered irom) cvery county in the Free 
State, They show that the average supply 
of turkeys, geexe, ducks and chickens will he 
maintained; that the condition of the birds 
is good in the majority of cases, und that in 
some cases it is very good.

KIDNAPPED POLICE 
SERGEANT. 
a 


A PRISONER FOR FIVE MONTHS 


A police sergeant, who was held a pri- 
soner for five months in the County Donegal 
in the year 1922, was the principal witness 
at the Ulster Winter Assizes in Armagh 
yesterday. in a case in which a young man, 
named Bernard McKenna, of Brackreilly. 
Maghera, County Derry, pleaded not guilty 
to a charge of being in possession of firearms 
and ammunition on March 19th, 1922. 

Sergeant McKenzie said that in 1922 he was 
stationed at Swateragh, and ov the evening 
of March 19th he was held up by six men, 
all of whom were armed. He was taken to a 
garden at the back of the police berrack. 
where there were about thirty men. one of 
whom he recognised as McKenna. The ser- 
geant’s hands were tied, and a bandage was 
placed over his eyes. He was marched away 
for a couple of miles, and, the bandage hav- 
ing slipped from one of his eyes, he saw 
several of the men in a field gather round a 
number of rifles. He saw McKenna assisting 
in the counting of rifles and hand grenades. 
The sergeant added that after that he was 
taken to the County Donegal, where he was 
kept a prisoner for five mont 
In cross-examination, he said that he conld 
not say why McKenna had not been arrested 
sooner. 

District Inspector McKinley said that the 
accused was wanted from ' 

In cross-examination, he said that he did 
not know that McKenna was in his father’s 
house all this time, and he did not know if 
the house had been searched. 


the witness-box said that since 1922 he had 
been working for his father and a neighbour- 
ing anna He was not & member of the 


Mr. Justice Brown, in addressing the jury. 
said that this was a very serious matter, and 
it was hard to go back and state what one 
was doing on a certain day 'four years ago. 
The prisoner was at a great disadvantage 
in facing this case, which was brought so long 
after the occurrence. 
His lordship, having briefly reviewed the 
evidence, said: “ You cannot convict a man 
and take away his liberty until the case is 
clear, and in thig case, owing to the matters 
mentioned, owing to the conditians of the 
identification, I think it would be ynwise to 
take away this man’s iiberty. [I reeommend 
yon to find him not guilty.” 

The jury found the prisoner not guilty, 
and he was discharged. :

BUYERS AND A NEEDED}

The Committee of the East of Ireland 
Merchants’ Association has 


by weight, : 
The matter was raised in a letter from. 
the Northern Free State Egg Merchants 

Association which was read at a meeting. 
on Tuesday in the Dolphin Hotel, Dublin. 
The Committee (according to an official 
report) agreed that the purchasing of eggs 
by weight was the fairest one for both 
producer and purchaser, and that it would 
eventually be adopted. 


On the other hand, it was felt that in 
the coming spring merchants would have a 
deal to do toconform to se aa 

the E Act, and that for this reason 
“we sets a unwise to adopt immediately 
what might be regarded by some as an 
additional burden. Despite the treuble 
involved in the adoption of this new 
metbod, it was generally agreed that buy- 
ing by weight would come very soon, and 
that the trouble would be repaid by pro- 
ducers of large eggs getting nearer the 
value of their produce, and buyers being 
able to get a more reasonable return for 


their work. 

SMALL EGGS. Mr 
The County Meath representatives (Mr. 
Kavanagh end Mr. Clarke) strongly we 
that the Department should be approa 
with @ view to allowing the export of very 
small eggs, provided they were packed sepa- 
rately and under correct weight description. 
It was pointed out that at some times of the 
ear lets lay ! 
7 S, Pench are very small, and that it would 
be a hardship to expect collectors to decline 
to take lots which contained some very small 
eggs. On the other hand, it was mentioned 
that in uo country where se presently 
exist Egg Export Laws is there permission 
to ship oa a under 1941b. weight per 120. 

Mr. H. i Tullamore, wrote suggest- 
ing that egg merchants could with advantage 
combine, with a view to.purchasing packages 
and packing materials on more advantageous 
terms, and also for the purpose of preventing 
price-cutting by buyers cfoss-Channel. 

He pointed out that t methods fre- 
quently resulted in Irish eggs having to be 
sold at less than their real value, largely due 
to excessive competition among the sellers in 
Ireland in their efforts to dispose of the stuff. 
He suggested that the same methods should 
be adc as existed in Denmark regarding 
the selling of export lots. 
This, while being regarded as the ideal 
method, was looked upon as too difficult to 
introduce just yet. It was pointed out thet 
to work such a scheme would entail consider- 
able expense and management; and further, 
that a comparison of cross-Channel market 
uotations of Irish and Danish would not 
show Irish prices at any considerable disad- 
vantege. As to combination for buying 
packages and king material, nails, etc., int 
"was felt that the Associations was not yet suffi- 
ciently organised or strong to undertake the 
work and expense of purchasing and distri- 
buting materials. 

The Secretary was instructed to put this 
matter on the agenda for the next general 
meeting of the Association. 

SOILED EGGS. 

The Secretary referred to a matter which 
had recently come to its notice, and which 
would be of considerable concern to all people 
connected with egg buying, irrespective of 
whether they were registered or not. 

As the Eggs Act was originally introduced, 
he said, it was an offence to sell soiled eggs, 
but not an offence to buy them. Information 
from seweral parts of the country had come 
to the Department that merchants who were 
trying their best to comply with the law, and 
were rejecting soiled eggs, were finding them- 
selves at a considerable Tinabvantnes through 
many of their competitors taking in soiled 
eggs. The Law Officials of the partment 
on being consulted, decided that a person 
buying soiled eggs was guilty of aiding and 
abetting an offence, and would be liable to 
the same penalties. This position would have 
very serious consequences to many merchants 
It would be most unfair te penalise buyers 
of pene eggs ve ge conditions. 

as poin out that, in t ini i 
the Committee, the mir hios a tery 
slow in its efforts to stamp out sdiled eggs 
It was appreciated that there were fifteen or 
50 inspectors working throughout the coun- 
try markets, and that they had on several 
occasions threatened to prosecute producers if 
a Ag not tender their eggs in clean condi- 
ion; but, on the other hand, fifteen in. 


spectors were considered entirely inadequate 
to cope with the matter 
The Secretary was instructed to write 


strongly to the Department on the matter, 
and to point out that if it was within the 
scope of the Civic Guards’ duties that they 
should be called upon energetically to assist 
in the supervision and detection of soiled 
eggs in the country markets and the prosecu- 
tion of people who tendered them for sale. 
It was felt that a couple of dozen such prose- 
cutiogs would have a very good effect, and 
would be a practical way of helping egg 
buyers to reject all eggs that. were not spot- 
lessly clean. Notice as to the penalties for 
offering soiled eggs for sale should be hung 
up outside all Civie Guard barracks. 

_ Washing eggs was regarded as an unde- 
sirable practice. This is further reason why 
the Department should be much more ener- 
getic in stamping out soiled eggs at the

PLEA FOR LOCAL OPTION IN 
FREE STATE. 


“ Drink is the greatest curse in the land 
to-day, and as the Government of the [Irish 
Free State has gone so far as to make the 
teaching if Irish compulsory in. the schools 
and co s, 80 also should the teaching of 
the evils and dangers of drink be made com- 
pulsory. 

This statement was made by the Rev. Dr. 
T. J. Irwin, Principal of the Wesley College, 
Dublin, yesterday, when opening the Ameri- 
can tea and sale of work on behalf of the 
Church of Ireland Temperance Society, held 
in Molesworth Hall, Dublin. It was a largely 
att und very successful function. The 
Archdeacon of Dublin presided. 

Dr. Irwin said that h kr-w well the 
havoc wrought by the terrible drink evil. 
He had seen happy homes broken up by drink. 
He had had to deal with wives martyred to 
drunken husbands, and men cursed with 
drunken wives, and more instences had been 
brought to his notice of sons, scarcely out of 
their teens, coming home late one night drunk 
for the first time. 

He attributed this sordid state of affairs 
to the fact thet public-houses abounded on 
every side, and that it was scarcely possible +o 
go down a street without meeting two or 
three. _ Those sources of temptation should 
be taken away. 

They heard to-day about Ireland being free 
for the first time in several hundred years, 
but Ireland was still held, sipped fast in 
the chains of the drink evil. land sober 
would be Ireland free. 

He considered that the Government should 
have introduced local option into the legis- 
lation following the Liquor Commission's Re- 
ange Every vane and town in Ireland, 
ie maintained, should have the right to say 
how many public-houses there should be in

MANAGERS’ MEETING.

THE TOURISTS’ NEEDS.

Hotel-managers from all parts oí the 
Irish ‘Free State were present at a con- 
ference in the Mansion House, Dublin, 
yesterday, when plans for the improve- 
ment of their industry were discussed. 

It was stated frankly that many Irish 
hotels do not provide the accommodation 
necessary to attract tourists, and several 
important reforms were advocated. 


ORGANISATION. 
Mr. J. C. Foley, Chairman of the Provin- 


cial Hotels’ Association, who presided at the 
outset, gave an address on * Organ sation in 
the Hotel Industry.” He stated that to the 


hotel proprietors of provincial Ireland was 
committed the onerous duty of making the 
tourist traffic. It was his experience that a 


large percent of proprietary hotels. did 
ioe aitinn rey A cán "ó of comfort. 
The big difficulties for which they sought a 
solution were the lack of adequate money, 
and the lack of scientific knowledge. On the 
question of finance, he said, they were en- 
titled to appeal to the Irish banking institu- 
tions, on behalf of the development oí the 
tourist industry, to take a paternal interest 
in their hotel clients which would be likely 
to lead to mutually satisfactory results. - 
In seeking a solution of the difficulties 
mentioned, he came of necessity to organisa- 
tion, which was the basis of all modern indus- 
trial developments. They must organise their 
individual establishments on ‘modern lines, 
nd then they must secure the uplifting of 
their industry by combined or organised 
effort. Good organisation consisted, not in 
snatching an exceptional profit at the 
moment, but in steadily building up af in- 
dustry which would last. Organisation con- 
sisted, not only in supplying the best qualtiy 
goods and services, but in the manuer in 
which those services were supplied. That 
applied especially to hotel organisation, in 
which personal contact with customers was 
so near and so constant. 
The study of psychology in connection with 
hotel organisation was indispenseble. The 
staff should, therefore, be selected with great 
care, 
Regarding the tourist traffic, it} must be 
remembered that the impression of the tourist 
was a general one—not how he was treate 
in a particular place. The slackness in one 
hotel in his tour might be the outstanding 
impression which he would take away with 
him, Tt was clear, therefore, that the 
Tourst Hote) Organisation in Ireland was a 
matter of national concern—only hotels which 
were prepared to rise to the occasion should 
be recommended to the tourist. 
_ The success of the Tourist Organisation in 
inducing people to visit the country would 
be worse than useless unless the hotels were 
efficiently organised. They held the kev 
position in the building up of one of the 
greatest sources of potential wealth in the 
country, and that meetng was a happy /e- 
cognition on the part of Irish hotel proprie- 
tors of the importance of that position. 
VOLUNTARY EFFORT. 

Mr. Howard 8. Harrington, who then took 
the chair on behalf of the Irish Tourist 
Association, said that he was glad to see such 
a representative gathering of people, upon 
whom the principal! responsibility, as well as 
the greatest benefit from the tourist traffic, 
would rest. The Tourist Association was a 
voluntary one and not a Government 
organisation. It was absurd to spend money 
to attract tourists, it. when they came here, 
they were badly or indifferently treated. ~ 

The work of the tourist season 1926 nrust 
be done now. It was agreed that the first 
thing to do was to set their house in order— 
to get the hotels to live up to the oppor- 
tunity which was given to them, and with 
the opportunity, the responsibility which 
rested upon them. He felt that the best 
way to deal with the hotel question in Ire- 
land was to invite the hotel men and women 
to come together. 

Mr. F. A. Moran, Chairman Hotel, Restan- 
rant and Catering Association of Ireland, 
said that it wes unnecessary to dwell upon 
the importance of a licence to hotel keepers, 
and accordngly how necessary it was to pay 
their fullest attention to any legislation, 
whether in existence or about to be brought 
into existence. 

Referring to the Intoxicating Liquor 
(General) Act, 1924, and its inevitable coro] 
lary the Intoxicating Liquor Commission, Mr. 
Moran pointed out that the hotel keeper s 
liability under the common law sometimes ran 
counter to his liability under the Licensing 
Act. The appointment of the Commission he 
described as a great reflection on the Licens- 
ing Act. The effect of the 1924 Act, as far 
as hotels were concerned, was highly unsatis- 
factory. It made no difference between hotels 
and publichouses. That was a state of affairs 
that could be remedied by joint action. 

MANAGEMENT. 
_ Mr, J. W. Manning, Jury's Hotel, Dublin, 
in dealing with the question of hotel manage- 
ment, suggested the co-operative purchase of 
furniture and equipment of a standard type, 
so that tourists might go away with a good 
genera! impression. 
Mr. N. C, Hamilton, Bundoran, said that a 
lot of the trouble to the tourist traffic was 
caused by the smaller hotels. There should 
be some legislation to prevent houses with less 
than 25 or 30 rooms from being described as 
hotels. A lot of the smaller hotel keepers 
were usually publicane. 
Another difficulty they had to contend with 
was the length of the seasou, At present it 
ranged from three to- four months. Every- 
thing should be done to lengthen the season. 

HOTEL ACCOUNTING. . 
Mr. R. J. Kidney, Secretary, Hotel, Restau- 
rant and Catering Association of Ireland, 
dealt with the question of “' Hotel Accounting 
and Control,” especially in regard to the 
smaller hotels. 
Mr. J. P. O’Brien, Secretary, Irish Tourist 
Assoc tation, appealed for a continuation of 
the support which hotel managers had given 
the Association since it was founded. That 
movement was the first step for raising the 
hotel indystry to that of an honourable pro- 
fession. They had been hampered during the 
past two years with the bogey of sta: ised 
prices. There was no such thing as stan- 
dardised prices. Hotel prices were not too 
high, but, in a few cases, the service given 
and the equipment available for these prices 
were not quite up to the standard. They had 
to clean up before the next tourist season. 
They had now no doubt as to the prospects 
for the tourist season, and his knowledge of 
hotel people made him fee] that they woyld 
rise to the occasion. 
Mr. Harrington said that they had been 
advised that next year was going to be @ 
bumper one. What tourists wanted was good 
plain food, well cooked,
